Says Man-power Problem 
Is at Peak, Expects It 
to Ease ‘Before Long’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt’s request for 
legislation to draft civilian labor 
for the home front ran into new 
and unexpected opposition today 
from Chairman Truman’ (Dém.), 
Missouri, of the Senate’s War In- 
vestigating Committee, for years 
an administration booster.

831 killed, 38,916 wounded, 24,067 
missing and 25,415 prisoners of 


war. 

When Stimson last reported on 
Army casualties on Dec, 16, the 
total losses for all services up to 
Nov, 30 stood at 131,096, vith 
594 of that figure repres g 
Army personnel, Thus Amefican 
casualties in the intervening three 
weeks increased by 8704.

ent time, Because of termination 
payments, mustering-out pay and 
similar demobilization expendi- 
tures, however, the reduction in 
cash expenditures will of neces- 
sity lag considerably behind any 
curtailment of war production.” 

The 92-billion-dollar estimate of 
war expenditures for the current 
fiscal year is eight billions below 
the President's estimate of a year 
aro. Part of this reduction, it 
was explained today by the 
Budget Bureau, is due to savings 
through the renegotiation of war 
contracts. 

A two-billion-dollar prospective 
increase in expenditures not di- 
rectly connected with the war, 
for 1945 over 1944, is largely due 
to increased interest on the public 
debt, to the higher volume of vet- 
erans’ pensions and benefits, and 
to tax refunds, including the re- 
fundable portion of the excess 
profits tax. If the unavoidable 
increases are excluded, the mes- 
sage shows a decrease of 434 mil- 
lion dollars in the nonwar cate- 
gories. 


Nation's Double Task. 


. The message reflects, the Presi- 
dent stated, the double task of 
winning the war and laying the 
groundwork for the return of the 
nation to peaceful pursuits. With 
the message he sent to Congress 
specific requests for appropria- 
eas of 17 billion dollars, includ- 
ing seven billions for the war. 
Recommendations of 53 Dillion 
dollars more for war purposes will 
be submitted in the spring. 

A table shows the average an- 
nual rate of expenditures on the 
war program during its four 
phases: the rate during the pe- 
riod of preparedness, July, 1940, 
to November, 10941, was 9.8 billion 
dollars; during the period of de 
fensive war, December, 1941, to 
October, 1942, 45.7 billions; during 
the “aggressive deployment” of 
November, 1942, December, 
1943, 83.5 billions. Now comes 
offensive war, with a rate of 97 
billion dollars for the first six 
months of this year 
billions for the fiscal year July, 
1944, to June, 1945. 

Expenditures for industrial fa- 
cilities and other war construc- 
tion, the President says, reached 
their peak in the fall of 1942 and 
have since declined. On the other 
hand, outlays for pay and sub- 
sistence of the armed forces are 
increasing. As to munitions, esti- 
mates are peculiarly difficult. In 
the past, these were based on the 
maximum potential output, and 
this maximum was always less 
than the requirements established 
by the military leaders. 

Shifting Situation. 

“The situation is quite different 
now,” the message continued. “We 
have excess supplies in some types 
of munitions, deficiencies in oth- 
ers. Whether at any time we have 
an excess or a deficiency depends 
on rapidly changing strategic con- 
ditions. Every effort is made to 
adapt production to these chang- 
ing conditions as promptly as pos- 
sible. 

“In most cases in which con- 
tracts have been canceled the same 
contractor has received other more 
urgent orders; plants, raw mate- 
rials and labor could not be re- 
leased for production for civilian 
use in these cases. Wé& have can- 
celed, for instance, orders for 
many escort vessels in order to 
push construction of landing ves- 
sels. In a number of cases, how- 
ever, labor and material have been 
released for urgent domestic 
needs of indirect war importance. 

“We shall release for civilian 
production any facilities, man 
power or raw material that are 
no longer needed for war produc- 
tion, but only when we are sure 
that by doing so we will not im- 
pair the war effort.” 

The message notes the need for 
relief and rehabilitation in the 
liberated areas, and says that the 
appropriate committees of Con- 
gress are now at work on legisla- 
tion that will permit the United 
States to make its fair contribu- 
tion for this purpose, 

Million Already Demobilized. 

Pointing out that demobilization 
begins before the fighting ends, 
the President continued: 

“While we are still expanding 
war production, we have already 
terminated more than 12 billion 
dollars of war contracts; while we 
are still increasing the size of the 
armed forces we have already dis- 
charged a million men and women. 
If hostilities end on one major 
front before they end on other 
fronts, large-scale demobilization 
adjustments will be possible and 
necessary while we are still fight- 
ing a major war. 

“The problems of adjustments 
cover a wide range—contract ter- 
mination, reconversion of war

ON MERGER PLAN 
FOR GITY, COUNTY 


Allen May of C. of C. 
Says Convention Dele- 
gates From Here Are 
for Compromise. 


WOULD PERMIT 
ST.LOUIS TO EXPAND 


Program Calls for Board 
of Freeholders to Be 
Set Up to Handle Con- 
solidaticn Details. 


A compromise agreement which 
would permit St. Louls to expand 
its boundaries only by having the 
city return to St. Louls County 
has been reached by majorities of 
city and county members of the 
Constitutional Convention's Com- 
mittée on Local Government, it 
was disclosed today by Allen May, 
chairman of the Chamber of Com- 
merce’s convention committee. 

Returning to the county, from 
which it separated in 1876, would 
permit the city under existing leg- 
islation to extend its limits into 
unincorporated areas by annexa- 
tion and into incorporated cities 
by consolidation. The present 
boundaries of the city, are fixed 
by the present Missouri Constitu- 
tion. 

Such a reunion of the city with 
St. Louis County would create a 
large number of problems which 
would require much intelligent 
work on the part of a board of 19 
freeholders, proposed under the 
compromise agreement, to adjust, 
May said. 

Because the city now acts as a 
county, has a full set of officers 
and has built numerous institu- 
tions in the exercise of its func- 
tions, many intricate adjustments 
would have to be made by the 
freeholders in drawing up a 
scheme for the city’s return to 
St. Louis County. 

Consolidation of Courts. 

Among these would be consoli- 
dation of two circuits of State 
courts and determining which 
should remain active in the en- 
larged county. The present Eighth 
Circuit in St. Louls has 18 divi- 
sions and the Thirteenth Circuit 
in St. Louls County has four divi- 
sions. ; 

Members of the committee felt, 
May said, that consolidation of the 
circuits need not change the number 
or location of the divisions of the 
Circuit Courts and that the free- 
holders could work out an ar- 
rangement which would leave 18 
judges at work downtown and 
four at Clayton. 

Whether the county seat would 
remain at Clayton or would be re- 
moved downtown is left entirely 
to the discretion of the freehold- 
ers in drawing up the plan for the 
consolidation of the city and 
county into one county govern- 
ment, May explained. Nine free- 
holders from St. Louis, nine from 
the county and one from out-State 
‘would comprise the board. 

They would have to decide 
whether a branch Probate Court, 
if the county seat were moved to 
St. Louis, would be maintained at 
Clayton, or whether branches of 
other county offices were to be 
maintained there. The reverse 
would be their problem if they 
decided to let the seat of county 
government remain at Clayton. 

The plan drawn up by them 
must take into consideration 
means to abolish one set of coun- 
ty governmental officers. Com- 
mi ee discussions on this subject 
have suggested, May said, that the 
freeholders’ plan to freeze both 
sets in their respective jurisdic- 
tions until the election day after 
the plan is accepted by both city 
and county voters. Then the of- 
ficials could compete in an election, 
‘to determine who shall be retained 
as the officials of the consolidated 
county government. 

Many Other Problems. 

Perhaps the most difficult prob- 
lem for the freeholders would be 
to decide which functions now ex- 
ercised by the city should become 
the duty of the new county gov- 
ernment and which the city should 
be permitted to retain. 

A decision over the disposition 
of the city’s health and hospital 
institutions would be a difficult 
one, which could be decided oither 
by permitting the city to carly 
on this work separately or by 
consolidating the city’s agencies 
with those of the county. A decl- 
sion either way would require ex- 
tensive tax adjustments to prevent 
either the city or county, or both, 
from sharing an unfair proportioao 
of public welfare costs. 

Should there be. a transferring 
of institutions or other public in» 
provements from the city govern- 
ment to the county, or vice versa, 
more problems of adjustment 
would arise. The freeholders 
would have to determine the 
value of each institution and im- 
provement and provide for meth- 
ods of payment and re-distribu-

FIRED, SCHOOL 


‘Wanted to Make Room 
for Someone Else,’ As- 
serts Concannon — An- 
other in Supply Divi- 
sion Let Out. 


A charge that a member of the 
Board of Education engineered 
his dismissal as an employe of the 
school Supply Department to 


make a place for someone else 
was made today by Bernard P. 
Concannon, supervisor of lunch- 
rooms, 

Concannon, one of-two Supply 
Department employes dismissed 
in the past few days, would not 
name the beard member and said 
he did not know who would ‘take 
his place. 

The second member dismissed 
was John A. O’Brien, chief pur- 
chasing agent for the department 
and inspector of supplies, Con- 
cannon said the reason given for 
his dismissal was that his pres- 
ence was not good for the morale 
of the department; O’Brien said 
he was given no reason, 

A. K. Nushan, Supply Commis- 
sioner, said he had demanded Con- 
cannon’s resignation and had fired 
O’Brien, but would make no state- 
ment as to the reason except that‘ 
he asked “loyalty” from employes 
of his department. He told a re- 
porter he would make a statement 
at the “proper time,” but did not 
know when that would be. 

O’Brien and Concannon § said 
they did not believe that the brief 
employment of Gus M. Finnerty, 
a brother-in-law of O’Brien, as a 
supply keeper in the department, 
had any bearing on their dismis- 
sal except to provide an immedi- 
ate excuse. Finnerty was hired 
by Concannon about a month ago 
and fired by Nushan when he dis- 
covered the relationship. Finnerty 
said Nushan gave as his reason 
the fact he did not have a state- 
ment of availability from the Em- 
erson Electric Manufacturing Co., 
where he had been working. 

Both Employed by Lee. 

O’Brien, who lives at 5317 Cab- 
anne avenue, was employed four 
years ago by James J. Lee, then 
Supply Commissioner and now 
Comptroller. His salary was $4000 
a year. Concannon, who lives’ at 
4521 Laclede avenue, was em- 
ployed by Lee about the same 
time. His salary was $3300 a 

ear. 

O’Brien’s duties included the 
preparation of the yéarly budget, 
and he said he had no assistant 
nor was there anyone J1 the of- 
fice who was familiar with this 


ob, 

“I felt for some time that Mr. 
Nushan was going to fire me,” 
O’Brien said, “but this is the busy 
season for the purchasing agent 
and I didn’t think it .7ould come 
now. He evidently trusted me, 
since he gave me authority to sign

Concannon, who said the cam- 
paign to get rid of him had been 
under way for months, was in a 
position in which he theoretically 
could hire or fire about 250 em- 
ployes of the school lunchrooms. 
He said that applications for jobs 
sometimes were passed on to him 
by Nushan with the pencilled no- 
tations “very hot,” “hot” or 
“cold.” 

It was his understanding, Con- 
cannon said, that these notations 
were made at the suggestion of 
influential persons and that if the 
application said “very hot” it 
meant that the person was to be 
employed immediately and if it 
said “cold” it meant the applicant 
had no particular backing. 

Finnerty was employed by Con- 
cannon as a storekeeper for sup- 
plies of the Wartime Child Care 
Centers, nurseries operated in the 
schools with a Government sub- 
sidy.

MONETT NATION'S 
CAPITAL IN CORN 


Missouri Town Given Credit 
for Trading In Two 
Million Bushels. 


MONETT, Mo. Jan. 18 (AP).— 
It probably won't last much longer 
but for a time Monett, population 
4099, has been the corn trading 
center of the country. 

Last week, members of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade said, about 
two million bushels of corn was 
traded in at Monett. 

This was due to a mixup on 
OPA ceiling prices which permit- 
ted buyers at Monett to pay 
$1.19% a bushel compared with

In negotiations last week, the 
union and the packers agreed the 
butchers should receive 20 cents 
for each 100 pounds in excess of 
550 pounds dressed, in addition to 
the regular pay of 78% cents a 
head, 

Freise said the mechanics, how- 
ever, insisted on extra pay for all 
weights over 475 pounds. He an- 
nounced the union would not re- 
sume wage negotiations until the 
unauthorized strike was ended. 

Versen said this was the third 
walkout in recent weeks. He 
charged strikers today intimidated 
six employes of Laclede Packing 
Co., forcing them to stop work.

126 GALLONS OF 
WHISKY SEIZED 


Prisoner Says He Paid 
Price Above. Ceiling 
for Liquor He Was 
Taking to Oklahoma.

A man who gave his name as 
Russell Cofer, of Oklahoma City, 
Ok., was arrested in St. Louis 
County early today in an automo- 
bile laden with 126 gallons of 
whisky, which he admitted he was 
transporting for sale in Oklahoma, 
a dry state. 

Cofer, 24 years old. was stopped 
om Manchester road, a half-mile 
west of Geyer road, by State 
Trooper D. E. Arnold, who was 
making a routine check of Illinois 
automobile license plates, and 
found the liquor in the truck com- 
partment and rear seat of Cofer’s 
machine, 

The whisky was of standard 
brands in quart, pint and half- 
pint bottles concealed in paper 
sacks, Cofe:’s automobile was 
found to be equipped with special 
rear springs to carry the load. 

Cofer told the State Patrol he 
bought the liquor in St. Louis for 
about $3000, but refused to reveal 
the name of the person from 
whom he had purchased it. A 
price of $3000 for 126 ns 
would mean that Cofer paid $5.95 
a quart, which is more than a 
dollar above the retail ceiling 
price. 

Cofer told the trooper that he 
had intended to sell the whisky 
in Oklahoma City, where the gen- 
eral whisky price level is about 
double the retail price in Missouri 
and other states that do not have 
prohibition. 

Cofer was turned over to agents 
of the Alcohol Tax Unit of the 


‘Bureau of Internal Revenue, who 


told a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
would be charged with attempting 
to transport liquor into a dry 
state, a violation of the Liquor 
Control Act of 1936, which carries 
a maximum penalty of a year in 
jail, or a fine of $1000, or both. 

The whisky was confiscated by 
the Government.

Moreover, there is only a trickle 
of production today, nearly a year 
after the plant was to have been 
completed. Nicaro Nickel is one 
of 13 Government-financed defense 
plants* that RFC Administrator 
Jesse Jones retained when Leo T. 
Crowley supposedly took over the 
bulk of Jones’ vast lending-spend- 
ing powers. Jones himself is said 
to have drafted a letter calling for 
exemption of the 13 plants, several 
of them inVolved in controversy, 
and Crowley readily agreed to its 
terms. 

Despite the fact that nicke] re- 
mains one of the scarce metals, 
Crowley temporarily canceled the 
foreign supply through a mixup 
described recently in_ the 
Post-Dispatch. In a letter to V. 
Adm. S. N. Robinson, dated Dec. 
28, Crowley in discussing sources 
of supply, said this: “Nicaro, the 
only other potential source of re- 
fined nickel, remains an undeter- 
mined factor.” 


Contracts in March, 1942. 

Records of Nicaro show that 
contracts were first let for the big 
Cuban plant on March 12, 1942, 
between Jesse Jones’ Defense 
Plant Corporation, the newly-or- 
ganized Nicaro Nickel Co. and the 
Freeport Sulphur Co, of Texas, 
which owned the deposit in Cuba 
and held the patents on a new 
and experimental method for re- 
fining nickel, The contracts 
called for a total outlay of $19,- 
300,000 and completion of the plant 
“within 12 months. 

Nine months later the Defense 
Plant Corporation informed the 
Board of Economic Warfare that 
another 10 million dollars was nec- 
essary and that operation of the 
nickel refinery on a “trickle basis” 
would be deferred from March of 
1943 to November. The proposal 
for an additional 10 million was 
submitted by John W. Snyder of 
Defense Plant.

HE Soviet Government's dec- 
T iaration of Jan. 11 on Russian- 

Polish relations throws light 
on a good deal more than that tan- 
gled and thorny problem. It also 
provides some revealing clews re- 
garding Russia’s post-war policy. 

Up to now the position taken by 
the major Allied powers regarding 
postwar frontiers is that such con- 
troversial problems should be kept 
on the shelf since their premature 
discussion might tend to split the 
ranks of the United Nations. That 
has certainly been the view of the 
United States and, to a large ex- 
tent, of Great Britain as well. It 
is now apparent that it is not the 
view of Russia. 
The war is approaching its most 
critical stage. Unity among the 
United Nations is more impera- 
tive than ever: Yet it is precisely 
at this moment that Russia has 
seen fit to come forward with pre- 
cise claims regarding the border 
she wants to see established be- 
tween her and Poland as well as 
with fairly specific proposals re- 
garding the border that is to sepa- 
rate Poland and Germany. 

Why the haste? The answer 
would seem to be—and the fext of 
the Soviet declaration of Jan. 11 
bears this out—that Russia has 
views regarding the future terri- 
torial organization of Europe 
which she is determined to put 
into force without outside inter- 
ference, 

In other words, while Russia is 
prepared to participate in an in- 
ternational system for the mainte- 
nance of peace, a system approved 
in principle at the Moscow and 
Teheran conferences, she is de- 
termined that before this system 
comes into full force the broad lines 
of the European settlement, par- 
ticularly in the East, should al- 
ready have been laid,

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Purpose Political. 

HE real purpose behind Rus- 

sia’s frontier policy in Poland 
is political. Russia wants no 
state along her western borders 
that is large enough and strong 
enough to have an international 
poliey of its own, as Poland did 
after Versailles. ; 

Bu pushing the Soviet borders 
west to the so-called Curzon Line 
Russian frontiers would’ march 
along with those of Hungary and 
Czecho-Slovakia as well as with 
those of Poland and Rumania. 
She would thus be in a position to 
put direct pressure on all those 
countries. 

Furthermore, by offering to 
compensate Poland in the west— 
at the expense of Germany—for 
the loss of territory in the east— 
Russia would insure a permanent 
state hostility between Germany 
and Poland. Instead of being 
able to balance herself more or 
less effectively, between Germany 
and Russia, as she did in the 
post-Versailles era, Poland would 
then be dependent for her security 
on Russia. Indeed, she would 
then have no alternative but to 
accept the offer advanced by Mos- 
cow that Poland become a signa- 
tory to the Russian-Czecho-Slovak 
treaty of alliance.

A Monopoly on Yellow? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your -recent editorial condemning the 
butter business for insisting on a 10-cent 
tax on colored oleomargarine, and on 
the high “manufacturers’ tax” for insti- 
tutions serving colored oleomargarine, 
interested me because it seemed to argue 
for only one side in the controversy, 

Whether this attitude is due to good 
publicity on the part of the margarine 
makers, I do not know, but it does seem 
that the dairyman was entirely disre- 
garded in your presentation of the pic- 
ture. Perhaps it has not been brought 
to your attention that the dairy farmers 
and butter manufacturers for over 50 
years have indulged in the good Amer- 
ican business principle of building up 
a market. Just like the automobile 
manufacturers, they have created an 
ever-increasing demand for butter by 
consistently improving the product, and 
by consistently advertising its delicious 
and healthful qualities. 

As a sort of trademark, they have 
standardized the yellow color, and for 
years have added a certain amount of 
this color to butter to create a uniform- 
ly pleasing appearance. 

Just like the automobile manufactur- 
ers, they feel they have a right to pro- 
tect the demand for yellow butter which 
they have built up by fair and aggressive 
business principles. 

There's nothing in the law today which 
requires oleomargarine manufacturers to 
pay a i10cent tax on uncolored oleo. 
The dairy people have stated publicly in 
advertising that they would not favor a 
10-cent tax on oleo colored in any way 
other than yellow. 

Instead of condemning the dairy farm- 
er and butter manufacturer for “dis- 
criminating” against the consumer, why 
not give both sides of the question and 
let the consumer be the judge? If he 
prefers the nutritious qualities of but- 
ter, colored yellow, let him choose that. 
If he prefers a cheaper price, let him 
buy margarine colored in any color other 
than yellow. Any attempt to urge our 
Congressmen to pass a law permitting 
margarine to be sold without tax when 
colored yellow igs nothing more than an 
unfair move to let a few large manufac- 
turers of oleo mislead the consumer by 
substitution. If they want to build a 
market for oleo, let them select a color 
and advertise the merits of their own 
product as a spread. The consumer then 
has a perfect right to select the product 
he wants without the 10-cent tax. No 
one is “discriminated” against. Isn’t 
that the American way?

Delegates Must Choose 


The time is here when members of the Con- 
stitutional Convention must stand up and be 
counted. Committees are coming to the close 
of their deliberations, and individual delegates 
are finding that they must choose between 
progress and reaction, between the people’s wel- 
fare and political expediency, between: modern- 
ized, enlightened State government and hide- 
bound tradition. 

Events/of the week high-light the choice. The 
unicameral Legislature is virtually thrown out 
the window, and along with it seemingly goes 
all hope for reapportionment and redistricting 
that would give fair representation on the basis 
of population to all sections. 

The plan for a short ballot and an executive 
cabinet gains ground in a compromise in which 
the cause of simpler and more efficient govern- 
ment appears to have yielded far too much, 

In committees, &nderground, and by devious 
methods, the attack on the people’s will goes on 
as the last-ditchers strive by hook or crook to 
undo the non-partisan court system and the Con- 
servation Commission. To the destroyers within 
the convention, as well ag without, it means 
nothing that the people have said twice by their 
votes that these are provisions they want in 
their basic law. 

It is true that actions taken thus far are not 
final, not the recommendations of the whole con- 
vention. They are the acts of subcommittees, 
or sometimes of geneyal committees, now en- 
gaged in the process of crystallizing a mass of 
miscellaneous proposals into workable provisions 
which may be fitted into a document to be sub- 
mitted to the voters, 

In rejecting the one-house Legislature, the 
convention's Legislative Committee did what was 
expected of it. Those who favor modernizing 
the State government are not all agreed that 
the unicameral feature is a necessary part of 
the process. It should cause some concern, how- 
ever, that the proposal to retain the two-house 
Legislature was sustained by 13 committee mem- 
bers, with only two indicating by opposing votes 
that they were ready to ask the people to follow 
the trail blazed by Nebraska's notable experi- 
ment, 

The committee having so definitely accepted 
the bicameral Legislature, there is little likeli- 
hood that the convention will do otherwise. 

The committee’s adherence to the county as 
the unit for representation in the lower house 
of the Legislature makes unlikely any reduction 
in the present size of 150 members. This also 
virtually precludes equalization of representa- 
tion unless by a net increase in House member- 
ship, which ig in itself undesirable. 

As commendable as is the subcommittee’s 
agreement on reduction of elective State officers, 
it ig to be regretted that the Secretary of State 
was kept in this group. It is possible that the 
whole committee or even the convention may go 
beyond the recommendations of the subcommittee 
in the direction of a truly short ballot. 

That the supporters of the non-partisan court 
plan—a reform recently pointed out by Gov. 
Dewey of New York as an example that might 
well be followed in his State—must be constantly 
on guard was demonstrated by the attack of 
Delegate Alroy 8. Phillips of St. Louis on .the 
election of the St. Louis bar’s representatives on 
the Judicial Commission. : 

The court plan is not the only progressive 
provision written into the Constitution by the 
people themselves which is subject to the cam- 
paign of sabotage. The Conservation Commis- 
sion is likewise in danger. A proposal before 
the Committee on the Bill of Rights would make 
it possible for the Legislature to nullify any or 
all of the Conservation Commission’s rules and 
regulations, The protection from legislative in- 
terference which the people placed around the 
commission would dissolve under the mischiey- 
ous import of this innocent-looking proposal. 

The delegates who have fought for and gained 
some notable steps toward better State govern- 
ment deserve the people’s thanks. They must 
remain on guard, with in¢reased zeal. 
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A Horrid Word 


An interesting addition to the science of se- 
mantics is provided by the automatic mental re- 
sistance to the word “subsidy,” no matter whether 
the particular subsidy involved is evil, as sub- 
sidies often have been, or benevolent, as sub- 
sidies sometimes are. The word's unpleasant 
connotation may have had a potent influence in 
building up opposition to the payment of subsidies 
to control food prices. 

To test this, the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics, in polling corn-belt farmers, found nearly 
a third disapproved of Government payments 
when labeled subsidies, but only a few objected 
when they were called production or incentive 
payments. In the population as a whole, includ- 
ing the mental giants in Congress, this prejudice 
also exists, 

Perhaps this is why the President, in his annual 
message, when advocating a_ cost-of-food law, 
carefully refrained from using the word “sub- 
sidy,” though that is what he was talking about. 
Perhaps, also, though a rose by any other name 
would smell as sweet, florists do not call them 
Onions, spinach or toadstools, - 
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A Challenge to the AFL 


It is not surprising that the AFL International 
should be “very much disturbed” by news of the 
$250,000 melon carved by some 400 Old Guard 
members of the local Steamfitters’ Union, as dis- 
closed by the Post-Dispatch last week. The ex- 
pression quoted is that of Edward J. Hillock, 
secretary of the International, and it indicates 
that the top organization is aware of how such a 
tricky deal will react against all union labor. 


. An agent of the International has arrived in the 
city to begin an investigation. 


But Hillock has his doubts. It is not yet 
known whether this action in dividing up union 


funds—payments by new auxiliary members— 


violated the constitution and by-laws, he says, 
and adds, “It must be remembered that funds of 
local unions are their own funds.” 

This would indicate that the boasted “auton- 
omy” of AFL unions, which has operated so often 
to block action against abuses in locals, may han- 
dicap a cleanup this time. However, Hillock 
shows a good grasp of the affair when he says: 
“It appears that one of the most unfortunate fea- 


tures of the situation is that the money distribut- 
ed was not contributed by those who received it 
but by wartime workers.” 
This is the sober truth about the greedy melon- 
cutting, and it cries aloud for drastic action. The 
AFL will prove itself helpless and incompetent 
indeed if it is unable to proceed against the 
men who engineered this cold-blooded racket. 
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School Secrecy Wins on a Foul 

A masterly exhibition of parliamentary trick- 
ery, bombastic oratory and the raising of fake is- 
sues has brought about a reversal of the School 
Board’s decision of a month ago to abolish secret 


,committee meetings. 


The board had gone on record, 7 to 3, for open 


meetings. The public had faithfully expected — 


that this vote would be formally ratified 
Tuesday night, barring only some new foul blow 
by the die-hards who think citizens aren't entitled 
to know what goes on in committee sessions. The 


foul blow developed, and when the echoes of.: 


fervent declamation by the Rev. C. Oscar Johnson 
had died away, the vote was 7 to 6 for secret 
meetings, — 

All this was manipulated under the guise of a 
greater liberalization of the rules than was speci- 
fied in the resolution. That referred only to news- 
paper reporters, as representatives of the public. 
Dr. Francis C, Sullivan came along with an 
avowal of keen desire to open the sessions to 
everybody who wanted to come, This, on its face, 
was highly democratic. But when the board ma- 
jority voted down the original resolution, did the 


sponsors of the broader resolution press for its 


adoption? Not at all. They changed the subject, 
hugely pleased to have won over votes enough to 
kill the anti-secrecy proposal. 

As for Dr. Johnson's diatribe against the press: 
It has not yet dawned upon him that in a democ- 
racy, the press performs a public function in re- 
porting the doings of elected officials. In a 
democracy also, the people have a right to demand 
that their business be performed in the open, 
This terrific insistence on secret sessions inevi- 
tably raises the question, What have School 
Board committees got to hide? 

Despite the shabby wire-pulling that reversed 
the board and killed the resolution Tuesday night, 
the issue is far from dead. It will continue to be 
a matter for public concern until the present ma- 
jority sees the light or is retired from office. 
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Too True 


Too long hag the cliche criticism of the man 
from the provinces regarding New York, “It’s 
fine for a visit, but I wouldn’t live there if you 
gave me the place,” been permitted to stand. The 
perfect re-statement, a variation giving freshness 
to the old tune, has been enunciated by a gentle- 
man named Birgir Moller, of Reykjavik, Iceland. 
“Too full,” says Mr. Moller. “Of too much.” 

Undoubtedly there is too much. There are like- 
wise too many. It also often seems that a great 
deal of it starts up too early in the day and keeps 
it up too late in the evening. But then a New 
Yorker would probably find small faults with 
Reykjavik, too, holding that it was too full of too 
little, or too empty of too much. 

It just isn’t too easy to please everybody. Too 
bad. . But too true. 
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Lie-Detector for a Letter 

The proposal by the “Republican Nationalist 
Revival Committee,” whatever that is, that Harry 
Hopkins and Dr, Umphrey Lee take the lie-de- 
tector test, is a shabby bid for publicity. The tac- 
tics of this “draft-McCormick” outfit and of Nel- 
son C. Sparks, former Mayor of Akron and au- 
thor of the “smear-Willkie” pamphlet entitled, 
“One Man—Wendell Willkie,” are the cheapest 
kind of ballyhoo. : 

Hopkins and Dr. Lee, president of Southern 
Methodist University, both have discredited the 
alleged letter with which Sparks is attempting 
to put Willkie in the light of White House can- 
didate for the Republican nomination. Willkie 
has offered to appear before a congressional 
investigating committee for unlimited question- 
ing, which is certainly a fair enough attitude. 

Now hoy, about Sparks’ attitude? He has re- 
fused to let the F. B. I. examine the original of 
the purported Hopkins letter. His pamphlet, fur- 
ther indicative of his attitude, has been sub- 
jected to something on the order of a lie-de- 
tector test by the Boston Herald, which conclud- 
ed that “sshoever concocted this catalogue is 
either so inaccurate or such a deliberate liar 
that his opinion is nothing but a prostitution 
of print.” , 

The amount of error or misstatement in the 
pamphlet is a good indication that the likeliest 
candidate for the lie-detector test is the letter 
itself. Examination of it by handwriting and 
typewriter experts, to determine on what machine 
it was written and by whom it was signed, would 
be an interesting project. 
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Progress Toward Fair Taxes 


The Tax Committee of the Constitutional Con- 
vention is getting somewhere in its search for 
a method to bring about fair rates on property 
of various types and thereby to end the wide- 
spread tax evasion that costs the State huge 
amounts annually, 

The committee has tentatively set up three 
classifications for property: real estate and im- 
provements, tangible personal property and in- 
tangible personal property. These would carry 
different rates of taxation, to be fixed by the 
Legislature. The Constitution now permits only 
one tax rate for all types of property, which 
results in a levy on intangibles that is often 


higher than their earnings, and so penalizes the ® 


citizen who makes‘an honest return. Millions 
in intangibles never are declared for taxation, 
because of this unfair provision, and the State 
Treasury suffers. 

The committee is also acting wisely in leav- 
ing the rates to the Legislature rather than 
attempting to write them into the Constitution. 
Many difficulties have arisen because certain tax 
rates are constitutionally imposed, and change 
to meet altering conditions is difficult. Both 
these proposals are sound moves in the direc- 
tion of an equitable tax system for Missouri, |

The MacArthur Legend

General is backed by a peculiar lot, says writer, from tired con- 
servatives to totalitarians to McCormick and‘ Hearst; they offer him 
as military man, but his military judgment often erred; dispersing 
bonus marchers for Hoover, he thought the Government in peril.

Not long ago, Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
announced that despite the efforts of what 
he called “amiable friends” to promote him 
as a candidate for the presidency, he had 
no political aspirations, His “amiable 
friends” found his modesty refreshing, but 
went right on with their preparations to 
goo the rival of Franklin Roosevelt 
n 1944, 


Doubtful of Dewey, soured on Willkie, 
worried by Bricker’s lack of political sex 
appeal, MacArthur’s backers were firmly 
convinced that in wartime only a military 
figure could unseat the Man in the White 
House. 

Even if MacArthur were the paragon he 
is claimed to be by his more passionate 
promoters, a military man without a trace 
of other experience seems scarcely an ap- 
propriate leader for civilian America in a 
decisive period of our history. 

The people who back MacArthur are a 
peculiar lot. They range all the way from 
tired conservatives like Senator Arthur 
Vandenberg of Michigan to leaders of the 


* totalitarian bloc like Gerald L. K. Smith 


and Father Coughlin, and take in publishers 
like McCormick and Hearst. The General’s 
more respectable backers seem to be weav- 
ing a blanket large enough to cover all the 
dissident elements in the country, 


Presented as Peerless Warrior 


Since the General has never committed 
himself on any non-military subject more 
controversial than the weather, his sup- 
porters have not attempted to portray him 
as a statesman, They simply insist that he 
is the peerless warrior, which is, as they 
see it, reason enough for electing him 
President. 

So well has the legend of MacArthur 
been nurtured that it is now difficult to 


' recall that in December, 1941, Secretary 


of War Stimson found it necessary during 
@ press conference to defend the General's 
conduct of the Philippines campaign with 
some warmth. Most of the air strength 
under MacArthur’s command had been de- 
stroyed on the ground 10 hours after news 
of the Pear] Harbor disaster had reached 
the Philippines, and the General was under 
fire at home as well as abroad, It was not 
preposterous at that time to imagine him 
on the griddle alongside Adm, Kimmel and 
Gen, Short. 

But his share in the tragedy was soon 
forgotten. MacArthur provided his coun- 
trymen with a badly needed idol at a time 
when the military altar was almost bare of 
icons, ' 


Some Errors About Japs 
He was satisfied that Manila was invul- 


-nerable because of Corregidor—"“the strong- 


est single fortified point in the world,” he 
called it, In the light of later events, his 
military estimate of the islands makes 
strange reading. In 1936 he listed many 
factors which “minimize the possibility that 
an enemy would attempt to employ bomb- 
ing attacks from airplanes based on expen- 
sive naval carriers as a principal method 
of compelling the Philippines to acknowl- 
edge defeat.” , 


In the fall of 1939, after England and 
Germany had gone. to war, he wrote: 

“It has been assumed, in my opinion 
erroneously, that Japan covets these 


islands. Proponents of such a theory fail 
fully to credit the logic of the Japanese 
mind.” 

His understandable concentration on Pa- 
cific’ affairs has betrayed him into some 
ill-advised comments about other fronts. 
“How can you launch’ an offensive from 
‘a desert?” he remarked to a reporter in 
Australia after the North African landings. 
He has permitted public squabbling about 
planes and supplies for the area under his 
command, and allowed reports of exag- 
gerated achievements to be sent from his 
headquarters. 


Such inflated reports, being somewhat at 
odds with the insistence that the Southwest 
Pacific is operating on a shoestring, have 
served to make confusion worse confused. 
But they help to incfease MacArthur's 
prestige, 


Boom Goes Merrily On 


Despite the General’s mild insistence 
that he has no interest in politics, Vanden- 
berg is proceeding on the assumption that 
MacArthur will lead the Republicans in the 
1944 campaign. To a disgruntled General, 
friends like Vandenberg are immensely 
helpful. They serve as home-front aides-de- 
camp, insuring that his every wish will 
have stanch support in high political 
quarters. 

The notion that MacArthur is so politi- 
cally naive that he is moving innocently as 
a child in the midst of his rather fan- 
tastic assortment of backers does the Gen- 
eral a grave injustice, 

To the super-nationalists, the beauty of 
MacArthur as a political candidate lies in 
his completely military background, his 
rather flamboyant personality and his gift 
for showmanship. Those super-nationalists 
also have a sharp memory of MacArthur’s 
march against the 20,000 bedraggled Bonus 
veterans camping in shacks on the Ana- 
conda Flats. In handling that small emer- 
gency, Gen. MacArthur showed a large ca- 
pacity for becoming extravagantly alarmed. 

“If President Hoover had not acted as 
he did,” he said, “he would have been faced 
with a serious situation. Another week 
might have meant that the Government 
was in peril.” 

If he could seriously regard that episode 
as a menace to the United States Govern- 
ment, there is ground for wondering how 
he would view the larger perils of our 
critical times.

Among the things for which we are fight- 
ing, and maybe really chief among them, is 
a.future in which 5-year-olds will never ask 
such questions because they have no reason 
to ask them. 


Oscar, Host at the Waldorf, 
Is Subject of New Biography 


“Oscar of the Waldorf,” by Kari Sehriftgiesser. (i, 

P. Dutton & Co., New York.) 

This book tells of the creative and ac 
tive career of Oscar Tschirky of the cele- 
brated Waldorf-Astoria and also gives a 
good account of the work connected with 
operating a swank American hotel. 

Having come to this country in 1883 from 
Chaux-de-Fonds, Switzerland, Oscar, in his 
own woré:s, “has never spent a day in 
America that he has not been employed by 
a hotel.” His first job was at the Hoffman 
House, at that time New York’s finest inn, 
Then he went to the famous Delmonico’s 
for a time, after which he returned to the 
Hoffman House in preparation for his fue 
ture position at the Waldorf. 

The opening of the Waldorf, on March 
13, 1893, was the beginning of a new age. 
Newspapers gave the hotel spreads on their 
front pages. The cream of New York so- 
ciety in the following years assembled at 
the Waldorf and put the gaiety into the 
Gay ’90s. Royalty, Presidents, Prime Min- 
isters, politicians, opera stars, to mention 
a few, were among those who appeared at 
the Waldorf. — — 


Under the skillful management of George 
C. Boldt, it was Oscar’s responsibility to 
assemble a staff, train it, prepare menus 
and do many odd jobs that head-waiters 
of this generation would consider beneath 
their dignity. Oscar learned when young 
to work with his hands, and puttering 
with tools and cabinet-making became «& 
lifelong hobby with him. His other hob- 
bies included bicycle riding and weight 
lifting, which he still practiced long after 
coming to New York. 

Long hours at the hotel afforded Oscar 
little time to be with his wife and family, 
but he eventually fulfilled one dream which 
he had cherished through the years, to 
own a farm.

TETTINIUS has done as much and perhaps more than any 
» man in Washington to show how to set up a war agency and 
how to conduct it without bureaucratic feuds and without ob- 


urity and confusion, 


An essential element of his success in admin- 


istering lend-lease has been that he and his smal? but exceptionally 
competent staff have always known what they were doing and have 
mot only been ready to tell but have insisted upon telling Congress 
mat they were doing and why they were doing it. 


Much will be said by historians 
about the contribution of lend- 
ease to the defense of the United 
States and to the Allied victory. A 
good deal should also be said 
bout how the manner and spirit 
pf the Stettinius administration 
sarned and held the confidence of 
ongress. 
We now have besides the official 
ports and the testimony before 
he committees a very readable 
nd engaging book on lend-lease 
by Stettinius himself, It is a per- 
onal report to the nation, made 
a time when lend-lease is a 
going contéern, and it must be 
bad by all who wish to discuss 
he problems of lend-lease which 
ie ahead of us.

Birth of Lend-Lease. 
END-LEASE was authorized 
by Congress in the winter of 
1941, At that time Great Britain 
tood alone against Germany.

Serving a Purpose. 

HESE are the reasons why, 

being unarmed and altogether 
unprepared for war in 1941, we 
had to invent the device of lend- 
lease. We could have avoided it 
only if in the 20 years preceding 
the war we had maintained our 
armaments, had fortified our stra- 
tegic outposts, and had been will- 
ing to take combined action with 
other nations to resist aggression 
when it first appeared and while 
it was still not tremendously for- 
midable. Lend-lease was the means 
by which we saved ourselves from 
the worst consequences of our mis- 
takes. With it we reinforced the 
ramparts that were manned by the 
British, the Chinese, the Russians, 
the Fighting French, and our oth- 
er allies, and behind those ram- 
parts we have had three years’ 
time to gather our forces. 

Measured by the results the cost 
of lend-lease has been) a trifle. 
Between March 11, 1941, when 
lend-lease became law, and ‘Nov. 
80, 1943, the last daté for which 
figures are available, the cost of 
lend-lease has been 13.5 per cent, 
or less than one-seventh, of our 
war expenditures. In fact these 
figures do not convey the full 
truth. For if we had not had 
lend-lease and if we had lost our 
allies, or even if they had been so 
weakened that they could not take 
the offensive, the war would cer- 
tainly have been longer than it is 
going to be and our expenditures, 
great as they are, would have had 
to be infinitely greater. 

The details of the lend-lease op- 
erations and the settlements after 
the war ends have to be examined 
in this true perspective, If they 
are, the 
never consent to having this great 
enterprise, which has served them 
so well in their most perilous 
hour, made the object of carping 
criticism and of a higgler’s bar- 
gain. 

Lend-lease was devised to defend 
the republic.

Official Says Passage by Con- 
gress of Such Bills Would 
Be ‘Serious Error.’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP).—

YES, THERE IS NO question as to the psychological ad- 
vantages of owning your home, Then you feel anchored or 
fixed in society, so you discard your “rolling stone” outlook. 
Instead of feeling somewhat irresponsible when your children 
splatter ink on the wallpaper or mar the woodwork, you will 
begin to wince, and teach them better manners. Besides, you 
don’t inculcate in them the dangerous philosophy that such 
carelessness is of little significance, since “we'll insist on a re- 
decoration job when we sign the new lease.” Tenants feel 
more like floaters, so they don’t take as much interest in local 
government, the tax rate, the schools or even the churches. 
They are more inclined to move onward after a year or s0, 
thus breaking the friendship ties that their children are mak- 
ing in grammar school or Sunday school,

EMOTIONAL SECURITY :is listed as one of the most crit- 
ica] needs of children. Ask any psychiatrist and he will attest 
to this statement. But emotional] security is difficult to build 
in a child who is constantly being whisked away into strange 
groups of youngsters, The latter already have made their 
friendships, so the strange child is somewhat of a wallflower. 
Many of our behavior and educational problems in grammar 
school are with children who never were permitted to stay in 
one place long enough to get acquainted with the children, or 
to learn the teaching methods of a certain teacher or school. 
Parents who breeze into a community and a church relation- 
ship, also don’t enjoy the full benefits of stable friendships and 
the real neighborliness that make up the psychological wealth 
of a community.

Outlook Is 
Hopeful for 


Heart Cases

HE MAN or woman who has 
T a sudden attack of severe 
pain around the heart which 
the physician pronounces angina 
pectori generally takes the 
dest view of the ultimate 
outcome, es a new will, and 
lies ‘back, waiting the inevitable. 
He may He that way for nearly 
20 years, according to modern 
statistical surveys. ‘ 

In other words, the pronounce- 
ment of angina, while it is by no 
means to be taken lightly, is not 
necessarily a prophecy of imme- 
diate doom. 

The most complete and reliable 
of statistics ever made on this 
subject has just been published by 
Drs. White, Bland and Miskall, of 
Boston. They followed up 50 cases 
of angina whom they saw during 
or previous to 19381 and ascer- 
tained the status, activity and 
health of each one of them as of 
the current year, These follow-up 
studies involve an, enormous 
amount of work, but the results 
are proportionately valuable. 
They eliminate guess work, and 
furnish actual experience. 

*: ® ® 

IF THESE AND OTHER 
studies are to be believed the 
duration of life of the patient 
after angina is increasing. In 
1918 a report showed that the 
average was 3 years. Mackenzie 
found it to be 5 years in 1925. 
In 1931 it was about the same. 
In the 1943 group the average 
(of those who died) is nearly 8 
years. 

It is possible to suppose that 
this improvement is due to a bet- 
ter understanding of the disease, 
more accurate diagnosis, and bet- 
ter methods of treatment. At any 
rate the improvement is there, set 
down in black and white, 

Another point that may be com- 
forting to a person. who has re- 
covered from an attack is that 
every year of survival means a 
better outlook for length of life. 
If you survive three years, your 
chance of living out a fair ex- 
pectancy begin to increase, In 
this series of patients seven are 
living 20 years after the first at- 
tack, four are living 24 years after, 
and one is still living 32 years 
after the first attack.

YOUR CHANCES OF ifiiving 
some time after the first attack 
increase proportionately with the 
faithfulness with which you obey 
your doctor’s orders about a long 
period of rest after a severe at- 
tack. Rest in bed for several 
weeks is a minimum, perhaps for 
months, depending on circum- 
stances and limited activity for- 
ever after that is the best guar- 
antee that you will live to see your 
grandchildren grow up. 

The fellow who decides after his 
first attack on a short life but a 
merry one is pretty sure to attain 
at least half his decision—it will 
be short. 

The actual figures on 500 cases 
—445 patients are dead and 55 are 
living. The number 445 may seem 
very high, but remember the aver- 
age age when the patient entered 
the experience, is 55. And of those 
who died the’ average duration of 
life was seven years, 10 months, 
two weeks. That would bring the 
life term up almost to the scrip- 
tural limit. Of the 55 who are 
still living the average duration 
of life is 18 years, three months. 


Baked Victory Indian Pudding 


One cup corn meal, four cups

MOTHERS OF ADOLESCENT GIRLS HAVE A CONSTANT WORRY WHEN 
THE GIRLS BEGIN TO GO OUT WITH THE BOYS, 


URING the troubles of war- 
time when fathers and big 
brothers are far from home, in 
fatherless homes, wherever moth- 
ers have to stand alone in the sup- 
port of their children, many seri- 
ous situations arise. Pressed by 
responsibilities and burdened with 
work, in constant dread for their 
children’s safety physically and 
morally, mothers sometimes do not 
know which way to turn to be 
right. In their fear they hold to 
the safest way and sometimes go 
to an extreme that destroys what 
good they might have done, 


These are days when danger 
stalks the young and inexperi- 
ericed boy or girl. A mother solves 
the problem by holding her child 
firmly in isolation. “When school 
is dismissed you come directly 
home and stay there. I’m not go- 
ing to have you running with 
those boys and girls and getting 
yourself mixed up in anything. 

“No, You're going to no games. 
No. You're going to no parties. 
Understand. Once and for all. 
You are staying right here at 
home where I can see you,” 

That’s one way of solving the 
problem but it rarely does the 
good hoped for it. A boy or girl 
needs the companionship and the 
interests of children his own age. 
If he does not have them, he does 
not grow into healthy youth and 


maturity. All children are not 
bad. All children are not looking 
for ways to break the Ten Com- 
mandments, Some are like that 
but very few. The great number 
of children are healthy, willing to 
follow good leadership, happy to 
follow understanding guidance. 
Instead of holding a child pris- 
oner, it is best for his growth and 
health to provide the conditions 
that permit him to associate with 
boys and girls his own age. 

Children who have been reared 
in good homes are ready to accept 
the restriction such homes impose 
and they are willing to help their 
mothers through these bad times, 
once they are taken into confi- 
dence and given responsibility. 
Treating young people of 15 as 
though they had no common sense, 
no sense of duty, no feeling for 
family and friends is to declare 
oneself a failure in the field of 
child training. 

Provide for healthy happy asso- 
ciation of boys and girls. Give 
them places to hold meetings in, 
give them work to do, give them 
leadership, give them encourage- 
ment, keep them active and inter- 
ested and let them grow up as 
soon as possible. Time presses up- 
on them and they must soon take 
over the duties of maturity. They 
won't learn them in jail-like homes, 
A middle course is best here as 
in most human relationships.

Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


RATED carrot has become 
6 very popular in the prepa- 

ration of many dishes. But 
the best results are seldom ob- 
tained, because very often the 
grating is done entirely too fine 
to present grated carrot at its best. 
The grating should be done on a 
medium fine snarp grater, and the 
one doing the grating should 
rub the carrot always down the 
grater, NEVER up and down, 
What one should obtain is neat 
appearing clean-cut long shreds 
that give the product a fluffy 
feathery appearance instead *of a 
solid fine matted appearance. 
Grated carrot should never be put 
in water to make the shreds crisp, 
for this soaks out flavor, some of 
the color and a lot of the food 
value. When preparing, wash the 
carrots and put in the refrigerator 
to crisp. When ready to prepare 
the food, scrape the carros clean 
with a paring knife, rinse quickly 
under running water, then grate 
and prepare the food immediately. 


These carrot patties are interest- 
ing and have real eating quality. 


Carrot Cutlets. 


Two eggs, beaten, two cups day- 
old bread crumbs, one-half tea- 
spoon celery salt, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, two cups grated raw 
carrot, one-half cup grated cheese, 
three-fourths cup corn flakes, 
rolled, one-fourth cup shortening 
for frying. 

Combine the first six ingredients 
and mix well. Pack mixture into 
one-fourth cup measure and drop 
out on to the rolled flakes, Lightly 
cover with the flakes and pan fry 
over low heat to form a crust on 
each side. Turn once during the 
frying. Serve with one and one- 
half cups medium white sauce sea- 
soned with two tablespoons finely 
sliced green onions and chopped 
parsley.

‘Shirt Reading Gone With ‘Seam Squirrels’

MERICAN soldiers in this war 

are going to spend less time 
and energy fighting “seam 
squirrels” than any other warriors 
in all history—and thereby hangs 
a story highly important not only 
to the comfort but also to the 
health of our armies in the field. 
A seam squirrel, as any World 
War I veteran will tell you in even 
more picturesque langauge, is a 
cootie, and a cootie is a louse— 
both by nature and by inclination. 


The cootie has been a camp fol- . 


lower since the dawn of history. 
He plagued Alexander’s armies; 
he worried the life out of Na- 
poleon himself; and he had the 
temerity to insinuate himself into 
Kaiser Wilhelm’'s imperial uniform 
in the last war. And there was 
not an American soldier in, the A. 
E. F., from buck private to gen- 
eral, who didn’t have much-too- 
close acquaintance with him. In 
fact, “reading the shirt” was the 
chief off-hours pastime all along 
the Western Front. (On the other 
fronts it was a full-time job). 

Now, however, through the dili- 
gence and genius of scientists of 
the U. 8S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, the cootie is waging a losing 
fight against our men in arms, 
For new and tent ammunition 
designed especially to do him in 
has been invented by these re- 
searchers and already is being 
used with triumphant and sooth- 
ing success by our troops on Dat- 
tlefronts throughout the world. 

But Uncle Sam has interested 
himself in the cootie not primarily 
to make the soldiers more com- 
fortable, although that certainly 
has been a highly desirable result. 
He has done so chiefly hecause he 
knows that in past wars, epidemic 
typhus, which is transmitted by 
body lice, and malaria, which is 
spread hy certain species of mos- 
quitoes, have done more to deci- 
mate the ranks of fighting men 
than enemy shellfire. 

For this reason, the United 
States Army came to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as soon as 
war broke out in 1941, and asked 
for help in developing ways to 
keep the cootie from repeating his 
1917-18 depredations, which were 
as dangerous as they were irritat- 
ing—and not nearly so funny in 
practice as when a perfumed and 
well-tubbed movie actor went 
through the same motions on the 
screen in the piping and cleanly 
times of peace. 

It so happened that while the 
department’s entomologists, or bug 
specialists, hadn't been working on 
this particular problem they had

a lot of valuable new information 
about animal-borne cooties and 
they also had made very import- 
ant discoveries concerning new in- 
secticides and fumigants since 
November 11, 1918 when the Arm- 
istice was signed and, presumably, 
all the Army’s seam squirrels had 
laid down their stingers too. 

So, they weren’t exactly start- 
ing from scratch when, with spe- 
cial funds allotted by the Com- 
mittee on Medical Research of the 
Office of Scientific Research and 
Development, they began their lat- 
est studies. 

First of all, to meet the immedi- 
ate need for a modern way to rid 
clothing and equipment of lice and 
their eggs in an hour or less time, 
the experts sought a fumigation 
method, They quickly learned 
that methy] bromide works as well 
against cooties as against various 
insects that attack food and other 
products. 

Then they followed up this dis-

covery by developing a portable 
fumigation cabinet that is inex- 
pensive, easy to transport, and 
compact.. In fact, it has the latter 
virtues to such a degree that it 
can be carried by plane very 
handily. The Army ig substituting 
this neat little outfit for the big 
steam sterilizers which were built 
during the last war to delouse 
clothing and equipment. 

Those steam baths, famed in 
song and story, were efficient in 
their way but, as any legionnaire 
will tell you, it didn’t take long be- 
fore the seam squirrels were right 
back in their old stamping 
grounds, and stamping with all 
their pristine vigor.

South’s opening bid was not too 
sound for all his high honor 
count. 

West made the good lead of the 
spade nine. East played the queen, 
and declarer blithely grabbed the 
trick. On a diamond return, West 
won and continued spades, and 
again declarer won. Right now, 
had he but known it, declarer was 
all washed up! A second diamond 
lead went to West, who promptly 
led his last spade. Thus, declar- 
er’s third stopper was driven out 
before he had the diamonds es- 
tablished, and when East got in 
with the diamond ace he could 
cash two spades for the contract's 
defeat. 

Contrast this sad result with 
what would have happened if de- 
clarer, taking a less confident 
view of the spade situation, had 
conceded the first or the second 
round of the suit. West would 
lead spades as often as possible, 
but—and here is the point—that 
would not be often enough to set 
up the suit for his partner! Sup- 
pose declarer concedes the sec- 
ond spade lead, for example. Now, 
when West gets in with a dia- 
mond, he can lead one more spade, 
but when his second diarpond 
stopper is knocked out, he is 
“fresh out” of spades. His shift to 
hearts or clubs is well controlled 
by declarer, who forces out East's 
diamond ace and then can claim 
the balance, incidentally fulfilling 


the contract.
